President Wilson told the delegation 
that their attitude closed the oppor 
tunity for discussion of Tie question 
and was not helpful!.

that the entire subject was rt°elvfng 
his roost earnest consideration

vigorously defended the efforts below 
m ade in congress to build a proper 
military service. 
"I do not need to prove to you or 
anybody my deep interest in this sub 
lect.” said th e president. "I will frank­ 
ly sa' to you I would have been more 
Impressed by this memorial if it had 
been expressed in more restrained Ian 
guage. 
From some of the unqualified 
statements in this paper I must fra nk­ 
ly dissent. 
I think it due to my c a ’ 
leagues on the hill 
(the capitol) t. 
say so at this condemnation of th* 
system which they ajloptPd after long 
debate upon th e urgency of many of 
'h e leading citizens of the country: 
it is the lea*t that I can do.

physical training in needed and will 
accomplish a great den!, but it can 
be had without compulsory military 
service, and compulsory military serv 
ice does not meet the difficulties which 
yon have alluded to.
